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Super Bowl planneis: Shutdown

AHArm (AP) — A day af¬ 
ter travelers waited nearly 
90 minutes in snail-speed 
security lines at the world's 
busiest airport, Atlanta's 
mayor is concerned about 
the waits that could result 
when the city hosts the 
2019 Super Bowl. 

The ongoing partialgovem- 
ment shutdown is "unchart¬ 
ed territory" amid planning 
for one of the world's big¬ 
gest sporting events, Mayor 
Keisha Lance Bottoms said 
Tuesday. 

"Obviously, we are in un¬ 
charted territory with the 
shutdown that's gone on 
this long, and we are pre¬ 
paring asbest we can from 
our vantage point," Bot¬ 
toms said. 

The mayor and others at a 
Tuesday news conference 
said two years of planning 
have them well-prepared 
to protect the public. 

'Our goal is for our officers 
to be visible, for the public 
to feel safe, be safe, and 
be able to position our- 
selvesso thatwe can react 
immediately to whatever 
scenario we are confront¬ 
ed with," Atlanta Police 
Chief Erika Shields said. "I 
think that with anything 
you can go in with a spirit 
of confidence if you have 
prepared, and we have 
prepared well." 


But the government shut¬ 
down is a wild card that 
arose relatively late in that 
planning process. 

"Certainly there are fac¬ 
tors that we don't control 
such as what's happening 
with our federal govern¬ 
ment shutdown and with 
the long TSA lines," Bottoms 
said. "We are continuing to 
encourage people to get 
to the airport very early." 
The expected crush oftrav- 
elers is significantly more 
than normal. 

On a typical day, 60,000 
to 80,000 passengers are 
screened at Atlanta's air¬ 
port before departing, air¬ 
port statistics show. 

On Feb. 4, the day Bottoms 
calls "Mass Exodus Mon¬ 
day," about 110,000 pas¬ 
sengers are expected to 
be departing from Atlan¬ 
ta's airport one day after 
the Super Bowl. 

The partial government 
shutdown has meant 
missed paychecks for 
Transportation Security Ad¬ 
ministration screeners at 
airports nation wide. 

TSA workers have been 
calling in sick at a rate 
that'sbeen more than dou¬ 
ble what it normally is, the 
agency has said. That's led 
to a shortage of screeners 
at some airports across the 
country. 

No-showsamong screeners 
jumped Sunday and again 


Monday. 

The TSA had a national ab¬ 
sence rate of nearly 7 per¬ 
cent Monday, compared 
to 2.5 percent on a com¬ 
parable day a year ago, 
the agency reported Tues¬ 
day after getting complete 
numberson the absences 
A chaotic scene unfolded 
at Atlanta's airport on Mon¬ 
day, the first business day 
after screeners did not re¬ 
ceive a paycheck for the 
first time. 

Mondaysare typically busy 
for the airport as Atlanta 
business travelers depart 
for the work week, and 
some security lanes went 
unstaffed as lines backed 
up. 

Atlanta passengers led the 
nation Monday in terms of 
longest screening delays: 
The "maximum standard 
wait time" was 88 minutes, 
the T5A reported. Passen¬ 
gers who went through T5A 
PreCheck— an expedited 
screening program which is 
typically faster than regular 
lines — waited 55 minutes, 
statistics showed.

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Ihe IRS is lecailing 46,000 workets to handle tax letums

Internal Revenue Service 
is recalling about 46,000 of 
its employees furloughed 
by the government shut¬ 
down — nearly 60 per¬ 
cent of its workforce — to 
handle tax returns and pay 
out refunds The employees 
won't be paid during the 
shutdown. 

With the official start of the 
tax filing season coming 
Jan. 28, the Trump admin¬ 
istration has promised that 
taxpayers owed refunds 
will be paid on time, de¬ 
spite the disruption in gov¬ 
ernment services caused 
by the partial shutdown 
now in its fourth week. 

There had been growing 
concern that the shutdown 
would delay refunds worth 
hundreds of billions of dol¬ 
lars because the money 
wouldn't be available for 
them from Congress But 
last week, the administra¬ 
tion said customary shut¬ 
down policies will be re¬ 
versed to make the money 
available to pay refundson 
time. 

An IRS document detail¬ 
ing its new shutdown plan 
shows that 46,052 agency 
employees will be called 
back to work, of the total 
workforce of 80,265. It says 
the plan will take effect as 
soon as the Treasury De¬ 
partment issues an official 
notice. 

Only about 10,000 employ¬ 
ees are deemed essential 
and have been working. 
Some 800,000 federal 
employees have been 
furloughed or are work¬ 
ing without pay. Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump didn't 
budge Tuesday from his 
demand to have Congress 
provide $5.7 billion to build 
his promised border wall 
with Mexico. Democrats 
say they will discuss border 
security once the govern¬ 
ment has reopened, but 
House Speaker Nancy Pe- 
losi is refusing money forthe 
wall Democrats view as in¬ 
effective and immoral. 
Aboutthree-quartersof U.S. 
taxpayers receive annual 
refunds, giving them an in¬ 
centive to file their returns 
early. Many lower-income 
people counton refundsas 


their biggest cash infusion 
of the year. Overall, refunds 
average $2,800. 

The issue is politically sensi¬ 
tive. The massive tax law 
enacted by Republicans 
in Congress in late 2017, 
which is President Donald 
Trump's signature legislative 
achievement, gave gener¬ 
ous taxcuts to corporations 
and the wealthiest Ameri¬ 
cans and more modest 
reductions to middle- and 
low-income households. 
The law isexpected to bring 
lower taxes for 2018 forthe 
great majority of Ameri¬ 
cans, and the refunds are 
a big tangible part of that. 
Trump told supporters on a 
conference call Tuesday 
that his administration has 
been working to minimize 
the painful impacts of the 
shutdown. "People are ac¬ 
tually amazed that, with 
thismany people, thatgov- 
emment is really working so 
well. So we're very proud of 
that,"he said. 

Angered over employees 
having to work without 
pay, the union represent¬ 
ing IRS staff sued in federal 
court last week to chal¬ 
lenge any such agency 
action on constitutional 
grounds. The Constitution 
doesn't allow the govern¬ 
ment to obligate funds that 
haven't been provided by 
Congress, and the execu¬ 
tive branch "can'tcontinue 
to force more and more 
employees to show up in 
exchange onlyforan lOU," 
the National Treasury Em¬ 
ployees Union said. 

On Tuesday, a federal 
judge rejected the union's 
challenge, declining to 
force the government to 
pay the recalled employ¬ 
ees. 

Some experts question 
whether the administration 
has the legal authority to 
reverse earlier policies to 
allow the government to 
issue tax refunds during a 
shutdown. 

In 2011, the chief coun¬ 
sel at the IRS concluded 
that such payments were 
legally allowed during a 
shutdown. At the time, 
the White House Office of 
Management and Budget, 
under President Barack 
Obama, rejected that po¬ 
sition and directed the IRS

"Farmers in Oregon and 
nationwide are poised to 
make reai economic gains 
for their communities once 
these reguiations are up¬ 
dated," they wrote. They

BOSTON (AP) — A mem¬ 
ber of the family that owns 
OxyContin maker Purdue 
Pharma told people at the 
prescription opioid pain¬ 
killer's launch party in the 
1990s that it would be 'fol¬ 
lowed by a blizzard of pre¬ 
scriptions that will bury the 
competition,"according to 
court documents filed Tues¬ 
day. 

The details were made 
public in a case brought 
by Massachusetts Attorney 
General Maura Healey that 
accuses Purdue Pharma, 
its executives and mem¬ 
bers of the Sackler family 
of deceiving patients and 
doctors about the risks of 
opioids and pushing pre- 
scribersto keep patientson 
the drug longer. The docu¬ 
ments provide information 
about former Purdue Phar¬ 
ma President Richard Sack- 
ler'srole in overseeing sales 
of OxyContin that hasn't 
been public before. 

The drug and the closely 
held Connecticut com¬ 
pany that sells it are at the 
center of a lawsuit in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and hundreds 
of others across the coun¬ 
try in which government 
entities are trying to find 
the drug industry respon¬ 
sible foran opioid crisis that 
killed 72,000 Americans in 
2017. The Massachusetts 
litigation is separate from 
some 1,500federal lawsuits 
filed by governments be¬ 
ing overseen by a judge in 
Cleveland. 

But the company docu¬ 


ments at the heart of the 
Massachusetts allegations 
are also part of the evi¬ 
dence exchanged in those 
cases. While the Massachu¬ 
setts filing describes their 
contents, the documents 
themselves have not been 
made public, at the com¬ 
pany's request. 

According to the filing, 
Richard Sackler, then se¬ 
nior vice president respon¬ 
sible for sales, told the audi¬ 
ence at the launch party to 
imagine a series of natural 
disasters: an earthquake, 
volcanic eruption, hurri¬ 
cane and blizzard. 

'The launch of OxyContin 
Tablets will be followed by 
a blizzard of prescriptions 
that will bury the competi¬ 
tion. The prescription bliz¬ 
zard will be so deep, dense, 
and white," he said, ac¬ 
cording to the documents. 
"Over the next twenty 
years, the Sacklers made 
Richard'sboastcome true," 
lawyers in the attorney gen¬ 
eral's office wrote. 'They 
created a manmade di¬ 
saster. Their blizzard of dan¬ 
gerous prescriptions buried 
children and parents and 
grandparents across Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and the burials 
continue,"they wrote. 

The complaint says the 
Sackler family, which in¬ 
cludes major donors to 
museums including the 
Smithsonian Institution, New 
York's Metropolitan Mu¬ 
seum of Art and the Tate 
Modem in London, was 
long aware its drug was 
dangerous and addictive 
but pushed more salesany- 
way.

A memo among family 
members in 2008 warned 
of a "dangerous concen¬ 
tration of risk"forthe family, 
the complaint says. Years 
earlier, Richard Sackler 
wrote in an email that the 
company would have to 
"hammer on the abusers 
in every way possible," de¬ 
scribing them as 'the cul- 
pritsand the problem." 
joanne Peterson, who runs

including heroin and street 
fentanyl are causing most

"In a rush to vilify a single

By LARRY NEUMBS1ER, As¬ 
sociated ness 
NEW YORK (AP) — A fed¬ 
eral judge blocked the 
Trump administration Tues¬ 
day from asking about citi¬ 
zenship status on the 2020 
census, the first major ruling 
in cases contending offi¬ 
cials ramrod ded the ques¬ 
tion through for Republican 
political purposes to inten¬ 
tionally undercount immi¬ 
grants. 

In a 277-page decision that 
won't be the final word on 
the issue, Judge Jesse M. 
Furman ruled that while 
such a question would be 
constitutional. Commence 
Secretary Wilbur Ross act¬ 
ed in an "arbitrary and ca¬ 
pricious" manner and vio¬ 
lated the law. 

"He failed to consider sev¬ 
eral important aspects of 
the problem; alternately 
ignored, cheny-picked, or 
badly misconstrued the evi¬ 
dence in the record before 
him; acted irrationally both 
in light of that evidence 
and his own stated deci¬ 
sional criteria; and failed 
to justify significant depar- 
turesfrom pastpoliciesand 
practices," Furman wrote 
in a decision that squarely 
laid the blame on Ross. 
Ross' explanations for his 
decision were "unsupport¬ 
ed by, or even counter to, 
the evidence before the 
agency," the judge said. 
Among other things, the 
judge said, Ross didn't fol¬ 
low a law requiring Con¬ 
gress be given three years' 


notice of plans to add a 
citizenship question to the 
census 

"We are disappointed and 
are still reviewing the rul¬ 
ing," Justice Department 
spokeswoman Kelly Laco 
said in a statement. Ross 
has said the move was not 
politically motivated. 

The ruling came in cases 
in which 18 states, the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, 15 big 
cities or counties, and im¬ 
migrants' rights groups ar¬ 
gued that the Commerce 
Department, which designs 
the census, failed to prop¬ 
erly analyze the effect that 
the question would have 
on households with immi¬ 
grants. 

Furman, citing Census Bu¬ 
reau estimates, concluded 
the citizenship question 
would depress responses in 
householdswith noncitizens 
by at least 5.8 percent and 
likely more. 

Thus, he said, several states 
would lose at least one 
congressional seat based 
on 2020 census data. Fur¬ 
man said Texas, Arizona, 
Florida and plaintiffs New 
York and lllinoisface a sub¬ 
stantial risk of a seat loss. 
He said Colorado will suffer 
a census undercount of at 
least 0.7 percent. 

Adding the question would 
cause New York, New Jer¬ 
sey, California, Texas, Flori¬ 
da, Nevada, Hawaii, Illinois, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, 
Washington, Oregon, New 
Mexico and the District of 
Columbia to lose funding 


too, he said. 

Connecticut, Delaware, 
Iowa, Rhode Island and 
Minnesota would also suf¬ 
fer, Furman added. 

A trial on a separate suit 
on the same issue, filed by 
the state of California, isun- 
der way in San Francisco. 
The U.S. Supreme Court is 
poised to hear evidentia¬ 
ry-related legal issues sur¬ 
rounding the New York 
case on Feb. 19. 

In the New York case, the 
plaintiffs accused the ad¬ 
ministration of President 
Donald Trump of adding 
the question to intention¬ 
ally discourage immigrants 
from participating, poten¬ 
tially leading to a popula¬ 
tion undercount — and 
possibly fewerseatsin Con¬ 
gress— in placesthattend 
to vote Democratic. 

Even people in the U.S. 
legally, they said, might 
dodge the census ques¬ 
tionnaire out of fears they 
could be targeted by the 
administration. 

The J ustice Department ar¬ 
gued Ross had no such mo¬ 
tive. 

Ross' decision to reinstate 
a citizenship question for 
the first time since 1950 
was reasonable because 
the government has asked 
a citizenship question for 
most of the past 200 years, 
Laco said. 

When Ross announced the 
plan in March, he said the 
question was necessary to 
help the government en¬ 
force the Voting RightsAct, 


a 1965 law meant to pro¬ 
tect political representa¬ 
tion of minority groups. 
Furman, appointed to the 
bench by former President 
Barack Obama, said Ross' 
rationale concealed his 
true reason, which remains 
unknown. 

New York Attorney General 
Letitia J ames, whose office 
was among those litigating 
the lawsuits, called the de¬ 
cision a win for "America ns 
who believe in a fair and 
accurate count of the resi- 
dentsof ournation." 

In Massachusetts, Secretary 
of the Commonwealth Wil¬ 
liam Galvin, a Democrat, 
said "attempting to fright¬ 
en immigrant communities 
into not responding was 
a clear and deliberate ef¬ 
fort to depress the count in 
states like Massachusetts." 
Ross said politics played no 
role in the decision, initially 
testifying under oath that 


he hadn't spoken to any¬ 
one in the White House on 
the subject. 

Later, however, justice 
Department lawyers sub¬ 
mitted papers saying Ross 
remembered speaking in 
spring 2017 about it with 
former senior White House 
adviser Steve Bannon and 
then-Attomey General J eff 
Sessions. 

The Supreme Court blocked 
Ross from being deposed, 
but let a trial proceed over 
the objections of Justices 
Samuel Alito, Clarence 
fhomasand NeilGorsuch. 
The constitutionally man¬ 
dated census is supposed 
to count all people living in 
the U.S., including nonciti¬ 
zens and immigrants living 
in the country illegally. 

The administration faces 
an early summer dead¬ 
line for finalizing questions

lowed by a blizzard of pre¬ 
scriptions that will bury the 
competition,"according to 
courtdocumentsfiled Tues¬ 
day. 

The details were made 
public in a case brought 
by Massachusetts Attorney 
General Maura Healeythat 
accuses Purdue Pharma, 
its executives and mem¬ 


bers of the Sackler family 
of deceiving patients and 
doctors about the risks of 
opioids and pushing pre- 
scribersto keep patientson 
the drug longer. The docu¬ 
ments provide information 
about former Purdue Phar¬ 
ma President Richard Sack- 
ler'srole in overseeing sales 
of OxyContin that hasn't 
been public before. 

The drug and the closely 
held Connecticut com¬ 
pany that sells it are at the 
center of a lawsuit in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and hundreds 
of others across the coun¬ 
try in which government 
entities are trying to find 


the drug industry respon¬ 
sible foran opioid crisis that 
killed 72,000 Americans in 
2017. The Massachusetts 
litigation is separate from 
some 1,500 federal lawsuits 
filed by governments be¬ 
ing overseen by a judge in 
Cleveland. But the compa¬ 
ny documents at the heart 
of the Massachusetts a ne¬ 
gations a re also part of the 
evidence exchanged in 
those cases. While the Mas¬ 
sachusetts filing describes 
their contents, the docu¬ 
ments themselves have not 
been made public, at the 
company's request. 
According to the filing.

COLUMBUS^ Ohio (AP) - 

An intensive care doctor 
ordered "significantly ex¬ 
cessive and potentially fa¬ 
ta l"dosesof pain medicine 
for at least 27 near-death 
patients in the past few 
years after families asked 
that lifesaving measures be 
stopped, an Ohio hospital 
system announced after 
being sued by a family al¬ 
leging an improperdose of 
fentanyl actively hastened 
the death of one of those 
patients 

The Columbusarea Mount 
Carmel Health System ac¬ 
knowledged the doses 
were largerthan needed to 
provide comfort for dying 
patients That raises ques 
tions about whether there 
was intentional or possibly 
illegal use of the drugs to 
accelerate deaths 
The system said it has fired 
the doctor, reported find¬ 
ings of an internal investi¬ 
gation to authorities and 
removed 20 employees 
from patient care pend¬ 
ing further investigation, in¬ 
cluding nurses who admin¬ 
istered the medication as 
well aspharmacists 
Mount Carmel said the 
situation came to light be¬ 
cause an employee re¬ 
ported a safety concern. 
The health system shared 
no information about what 
might have prompted em¬ 
ployees to approve and 
administer the excessive 
dosages 

"Regardless of the reason 
the actio ns we re taken, we 
take responsibility for the 
fact that the processes in 
place were not sufficient 
to prevent these actions 


from happening," Mount 
Carmel President and CEO 
Ed Lamb said in a video 
statement . "We're doing 
everything to understand 
how this happened and 
what we need to do to en¬ 
sure that it never happens 
again." 

The attorney who brought 
the lawsuit said, in that 
case, either layers of safe¬ 
guards repeatedly failed 
to flag a "grossly exces¬ 
sive" dosage of fentanyl, 
or the medical profession¬ 
als intended to accelerate 
the death of the patient, 
79-year-old Janet Kavana- 
ugh. 

"On balance, it's hard to 
believe the former oc¬ 
curred rather than the lat¬ 
ter. ...This is not just a simple 
situation of an enior,"lawyer 
Gerry Leeseberg said Tues¬ 
day. 

The lawsuit was filed Mon¬ 
day in Franklin County 
against the health system, 
a pharmacist, a nurse and 
the doctor, whom it identi- 
fiesasWilliam Husel. 

Case records listed no at¬ 
torney yet to comment on 
Husel's behalf. There is no 
public personal phone list¬ 
ing forhim, and othernum- 
bers linked to him weren't 
accepting calls Tuesday. 
Husel's case emerges amid 
a national debate over 
physician-assisted death. 
In such cases, physicians 
prescribe medications in 
life-ending amounts to ter¬ 
minally ill patients. 

Sxstates— California, Ore¬ 
gon, Vermont, Washington, 
Colorado and Montana — 
allow the practice, and 20 
have considered but not 
passed legislation to do so, 
according to the nonpar¬ 


tisan National Conference 
of State Legislatures. In 
Ohio, the practice remains 
illegal. A bill that would 
have allowed terminally ill, 
mentally competent pa¬ 
tients to self-administer a 
prescription to end their 
lives failed to gain traction 
in the last legislative session. 
But Joe Camese, a faculty 
memberat the J ohns Hop¬ 
kins Berman Institute of Bio¬ 
ethics, said that such laws 
are carefully crafted. He 
said that if Husel adminis¬ 
tered lethal quantities of 
drugs to unwitting patients 
in orderto end their lives, his 
acts didn't meet the defini¬ 
tion of physician-assisted 
death. 

"In this case, if that was the 
intent, this was essentially 
euthanasia, which is not le¬ 
gal anywhere in the United 
States and not at all the 
same as physician-assisted 
death,"he said. 


Franklin County Prosecutor 
Ron O'Brien confirmed that 
his office has met with doc¬ 
tors, hospital executives 
and attorneys and that an 
investigation is underway, 
but he wouldn't discuss 
details. He said they've re¬ 
ceived cooperation from 
MountCarmel, which oper¬ 
ates four hospitals around 
Columbus, and from parent 
organization Trinity Health, 
one of the country's larg¬ 
est Roman Catholic health 
care systems. 

Records show the State 
Medical Board in Ohio has 
never taken disciplinary 
action against Husel. It'sun- 
clear whether that board 
ever received a complaint 
or conducted an investi¬ 
gation about him, as such 
records are confidential 
under Ohio law, and out¬ 
comes are made public 
only if the board takes for¬ 
mal action. 


Husel was a supervised 
resident at the Cleveland 
Clinic from 2008 to 2013, 
according to a statement 
from the medical center. 
It's now conducting an in¬ 
vestigation of his work. 
Carrese, from the bioeth¬ 
ics institute, commended 
Mount Camnel for encour¬ 
aging a culture in which 
medical staff and other 
employees can come for¬ 
ward without fear, but he 
said the extent of the alle¬ 
gations is concerning. 

'The factthatthere may be 
other patients, up to 26 oth¬ 
er patients, really calls into 
question whether the cul¬ 
ture of safety and reporting 
that they're shooting for, 
whether there's more work 
thatneedsto be done," he 
said. 

The allegations carry 
echoes of prior Ohio cas¬ 
es in which patients were 
killed.□

LDNDON (AP) — British law¬ 
makers overwhelmingly re¬ 
jected Prime Minister fhe- 
tesa May's divotice deal 
with the European Union on 
Tuesday, plunging the Brex- 
it process into chaos and 
triggering a no-confidence 
vote that could topple her 
government. 

The defeat was widely ex¬ 
pected, but the scale of 
the House of Commons' 
vote — 432 votes against 
the government and 202 in 
support — was devastating 
for May's fragile leadership. 
It followed mora than two 
years of political upheaval 
in which May has staked 
her political reputation on 
getting a Brexit deal and 
was the biggest defeat for 
a government in the House 
of Commons in modem his¬ 
tory. 

Moments after the result 
was announced — with 
Speaker John Berrow bel¬ 
lowing 'the noes have it" 
to a packed Commons 
chamber— Maysaid itwas 
only right to test whether 
the government still had 
lawmakers' support to carry 
on. Opposition leader] ene¬ 
my Corbyn quickly obliged, 
saying May's government 
had lost the confidence of 
Parliament. 

Lawmakers will vote 
Wednesday on his motion 
of no-confidence. If the 
government loses, it will 
have 14 days to overturn 
the resultorface a national 
election. 

Although May lacks an 
overall majority in Parlia¬ 
ment, she looks likely to 
survive the vote unless law¬ 
makers from her Conser¬ 


vative party rebel. North¬ 
ern Ireland's Democratic 
Unionist Party, which props 
up May's government, said 
it would support her. 

'The House has spoken and 
the government will listen," 
May said after the vote, 
which leavesherBrexitplan 
on life support just 10 weeks 
before the country isdue to 
leave the EU on March 29. 
May promised to con¬ 
sult lawmakers on future 
moves, but gave little indi¬ 
cation of what she plans 
to do next. Parliament has 
given the government until 
Monday to come up with a 
new proposal. 

She faces a stark choice: 
Steer the country toward 
an abrupt "no-deal" break 
with the EU or try to nudge 
it toward a softer depar¬ 
ture. Meanwhile, lawmak¬ 
ers from both government 
and opposition parties are 
trying to wrest control of 
the Brexit process from a 
paralyzed government, so 


that lawmakers by major¬ 
ity vote can specify a new 
pla n for Brita in's EU exit. 

But with no clear majority 
in Pa rlia me nt fo r a ny sing le 
alternate course, there is a 
growing chance that Brit¬ 
ain may seek to postpone 
its departure date while 
politicians work on a new 
plan — or even hand the 
decision back to voters in 
a new referendum on EU 
membership. 

"If you can't resolve the im¬ 
passe here in Westminster, 
than you have to refer it 
back to the people," said 
Labour Party lawmaker 
Chuka Umunna, who sup¬ 
ports a second referen¬ 
dum. 

May, who had postponed 
a vote on the deal in De¬ 
cember to avoid certain 
defeat, had implored law¬ 
makers to back her deal 
and deliveron voters' deci¬ 
sion in 2016to leave the EU. 
But the deal was doomed 
by deep opposition from 


both sides of the divide 
over U.K.'s place in the 
bloc. Pro-Brexit lawmakers 
say the deal will leave Brit¬ 
ain bound indefinitely to 
EU rules, while pro-EU politi¬ 
cians favor an even closer 
economic relationship with 
Europe. 

The most contentious sec¬ 
tion of the deal was an in¬ 
surance policy known as 
the "backstop" designed 
to prevent the reintroduc¬ 
tion of border controls be¬ 
tween the U.K.'s Northern 
Ireland and EU member 
Ireland Assurances from EU 
leaders that the backstop 
is intended as a temporary 
measure of last resort com¬ 
pletely failed to win over 
many British skeptics. 

Two and a half years after 
the referendum, Britain re¬ 
mains divided over how, 
and whether, to leave the 
EU. 

As lawmakers debated in 
the chamber, there was 
a cacophony of chants. 


drums and music from rival 
bands of pro-EU and pro- 
Brexit protesters outside. 
One group waved blue- 
and-yellow EU flags, the 
other brandished "Leave 
Means Leave" placards. 
Inside, the government 
and opposition parties or¬ 
dered lawmakers to can¬ 
cel all other pla ns to be on 
hand for the crucial vote. 
Labour legislator Tulip Sid- 
diq delayed the scheduled 
cesarean birth of herson so 
she could attend, arriving 
in a wheelchair 
Some Conservatives want 
May to seek further talks 
with EU leaders on changes 
before bringing a tweaked 
version of the bill back to 
Parliament, even though 
EU officials insist the 585- 
page withdrawal agree¬ 
ment cannot be renegoti¬ 
ated. 

Tim Bale, professor of poli- 
ticsatQueen Mary Universi¬ 
ty of London, said May was 
unlikely to get changes to 
her deal from that could 
"placate herBrexiteers." 

"Or, she reaches out to La¬ 
bour and goes for a softer 
Brexit than most Brexiteers 
would contemplate" — but 
which the EU might ac¬ 
cept, Bale said. 

Frustrated EUleaderscalled 
on May to make her inten¬ 
tions clear on the future of 
Brexit. 

"Now, it is time for the U.K. 
to tell us the next steps," 
said Michel Bamier, the 
bloc's chief negotiator.

A Taliban suicide bomber 
killed at least four people 
and wounded scoreswhen 
he detonated an explo¬ 
sive-laden vehicle late in 
the evening in the Afghan 
capital, officials said Tues¬ 
day. 

It was the latest in a relent¬ 
less wave of near daily at¬ 
tacks by the Taliban, who

Health Ministry spokesman 
Wahidullah Mayar said 
as many as 113 wounded 
were taken to different 
hospitals in Kabul after the 
Monday evening explo¬ 
sion nearthe Green Village 
compound, home to sev¬ 
eral international organiza¬ 
tions and guesthouses 
The attack came just hours 
before the U.S. Embassy

in Kabul announced that

One of the victims, 35-year- 
old pharmacistsEmaI Fayzi, 
said he was wounded by 
shrapnel in the chest as he 
was walking home in the 
evening. The blast was so 
strong, he couldn't see any¬ 
thing fora while. Later, he 
realized he was inside an 
ambulance. 

"No one is safe in this coun¬ 
try, innocentand poorpeo- 
ple are the victims of these 
attacks," Fayzi said from his 
hospital bed. 

Another victim, 13-year-old 
boy Esmatullah, said histwo 
sisterswere wounded inside 
their home, which had all 
itswindowsshattered in the 
blast. 

Interior Ministry spokesman 
Najib Danish said three 
military personnel and a 
civilian were killed while 
12 women and 23 children 
were among the wounded. 
Another resident in the 


area, Sardar Mohammad, 
55, said this was the most 
powerful explosion of all 
that he had witnessed. 
Three of his children were 
wounded, he said, add¬ 
ing that the government 
should move all militarytar- 
getsoutof residential areas 
to protect civilian lives 
Patrick Andrew, a NATO of¬ 
ficial in Afghanistan, said 
the alliance condemns the 
"despicable attack on in¬ 
nocent people" near Ka- 
bul'sGreen Village. 

'The Taliban must stop 
continuing to use violence 
against their own people 
and come to the negotiat¬ 
ing table,"he added. 

The Taliban have so far re¬ 
fused directtalkswith Kabul 
despite pressure by Saudi 
Arabia, the United Arab 
Emirates and even Paki¬ 
stan, where Washington 
says the Taliban leadership 
is headquartered. 

In a separate attack Tues¬ 
day morning in Kabul, a 
civilian was killed when a 
sticky bomb blew up his ve¬ 
hicle, Danish said.Q

new military chief took of¬ 
fice Tuesday, pledging 
to lead a "lethal, efficient 
and innovative army" into 
the future a s it fa c es g ra ve 
challenges along its bor¬ 
ders. 

Lt. Gen. Aviv Koc ha Vi's inau¬ 
guration comes shortly af¬ 
ter the military's announce¬ 
ment that it has successfully 
completed its operation to 
destroy a network of cross- 
border tunnels dug by the 
militant group Hezbollah, 
stretching from Lebanon 
into Israel, and asitappears 
to be dropping its ambigu¬ 
ity over hundreds of strikes it 
had carried outagainstIra¬ 
nian forces in Syria in recent 
years. 

Kochavi was promoted 
from major-general at 
Tuesday's ceremony at the 
military headquarters in Tel 
Aviv, becoming the coun¬ 
try's 22nd military chief. 
He replaces Lt. Gen. Gadi 
Eisenkot, who is retiring af¬ 
ter 40 years of service. Is¬ 


rael's army chiefs usually 
serve up to fouryeais. 

"I pledge to dedicate all 
myenergyto a demanding 
and critical approach to 
strengthening our defenses 
and adjusting it to the chal¬ 
lenges of the present and 
future by focusing on in¬ 
creasing ourstriking abilities 
against our enemies and 
putting forth a lethal, effi¬ 
cient and innovative army 
that maintains its purpose 
and uniqueness,"he said. 

In his final week on the 
job, Eisenkot oversaw the 
discovery of what the mili¬ 
tary says was the sixth and 
final Hezbollah tunnel to 
penetrate Israel. He also 
divulged that Israel had 
struck thousands of Iranian 
targets as part of a policy 
shift of engaging Iran di¬ 
rectly, instead of just its 
lesser proxies of Hezbollah 
in Lebanon and Hamas in 
Gaza. 

Israel has long called for 
a crackdown on the Iran- 
backed Hezbollah — a 
heavily armed militia that 
functions as a mini-army 


and is believed to possess 
an arsenal of some 150,000 
rockets that can reach 
nearly all of Israel. In recent 
years, Hezbollah has been 
bogged down in fighting 
in Syria on behalf of Syrian 
President Bashar Assad's 
government. But with that 
war winding down, Israeli 
security officials fear Hez¬ 
bollah is refocusing its at¬ 
tention on Israel. 

At the Tel Aviv ceremony. 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu vowed to prevent 
Iran from establishing a mili¬ 


tary foothold in post-civil 
war Syria, on Israel's door¬ 
step. 

"In front of us stands one 
major element — Iran 
and its terror proxies. We 
have acted responsibil¬ 
ity and sensibly to thwart 
the strengthening of those 
who seek to harm us," he 
said. "I heard yesterday the 
spokesman of the Iranian 
foreign ministry saying: 'Iran 
has no military presence 
in Syria, we only advising.' 
Well, I advise them to get 
out of there fast since we 


will continue ouraggressive 
policy there as we have 
promised and we are do¬ 
ing, relentlessly and without 
fear." 

Kochavi and Eisenkot will 
compete their handover 
with a visit to jerusalem's 
Western Wall, a lunch with 
the president and a joint 
meeting of the general 
staff. 

The 54-year-old Kochavi 
previously served as com¬ 
mander of military intel¬ 
ligence, chief of northern 
command and most re¬ 
cently as Eisenkot's deputy 
chief of staff.

NAIROBI, Kenya (AFO — Ex¬ 
tremists launched a deadly 
attack on a luxury hotel in 
Kenya's capital Tuesday, 
sending people fleeing in 
panic as explosions and 
heavy gunfire reverber¬ 
ated through the complex. 
A witness said he saw five 
bodies at the hotel en¬ 
trance alone. 

Al-Shabab — the Somalia- 
based Islamic extremist 
group that carried out the 
2013 Westgate Mall at¬ 
tack in Nairobi that left 67 
people dead — claimed 
responsibility. 

"It is terrible. What I have 
seen is terrible, "said Charles 
Njenga, who ran from a 
scene of blood, broken 
glass, burning vehicles and 
blacksmoke. 

The coordinated assault 
began with an explosion 
that targeted three ve¬ 
hicles outside a bank, and 
a suicide bombing in the 
hotel lobby that severely 
wounded a number of 
guests, said Kenya's na¬ 
tional police chief, Joseph 
Boinnet. 

Survivors reported hearing 
a shattering blast and saw 
people mowed down by 
gunmen as they sat at a 
cafe. Victims were left lying 


on tables, bleeding. 

'We were changing our 
shifts, and that is when I 
heard a loud blastand peo¬ 
ple were screaming," said 
Enoch Kibet, who works as 
a cleaner at the cafe and 
managed to crawl out of 
a gate in the basement. "I 
couldn't believe Iwasalive. 
The blast was so loud and 
shookthe whole complex." 
Authorities sent special 
forces into the hotel to 
flush out the gunmen be¬ 
lieved holed up inside. Well 
after nightfall, more than 
five hours after the attack 
began, Boinnet said the 
counter-operation was still 
going on. 

It was not clear how many 
attackers laid siege to the 
complex, which includes 
the DusitD2 hotel, along 
with bars, restaurants, 
banks and offices and is 
in a well-to-do neighbor¬ 
hood with large numbetsof 
American, European and 
Indian expatriates. 

Boinnet d id not d isc lose the 
numberof dead. 

However, a Kenyan police 
officer who spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity be¬ 
cause he was not autho¬ 
rized to talk to the media 
said that bodies were seen 
in restaurants downstairs 
and in offices upstairs, but 


'there wasno time to count 
the dead." 

Also, a witness who gave 
his name only as Ken said 
he saw five bodies at the 
entrance. He said thatoth- 
erpeople were shouting for 
help and "when we rushed 
back to try to rescue them, 
gunshots started coming 
from upstairs, and we had 
to duckbecause they were 
targeting us and we could 
see two guys shooting." 
Kenyan hospitalsappealed 
for blood donations even 
asthe numberof wounded 
remained unclear. 
Associated Press vid¬ 
eo from inside the hotel 
showed Kenyan security 
officers anxiously searching 
the building and scared 
workers emerging from hid¬ 
ing while gunfire could still 
be heard. Some women 
climbed out of windows 
One man got up from the 
floor where he appeared 
to be trying to hide under 
a piece of wood paneling, 
then showed his ID badge.

Like al-Shabab's Westgate 
Mall attack, this one ap¬ 
peared aimed at wealthy 
Kenyans and foreigners liv¬ 
ing in the country. It came 


a day after a magistrate 
ruled that three men must 
stand trial in connection 
with the Westgate Mall 
siege. A fourth suspect was 
freed forlackof evidence. 
Al-Shabab has vowed ret¬ 
ribution against Kenya for 
sending troops to Somalia 
since 2011. The al-Qaida- 
linked group has killed hun¬ 
dreds of people in Kenya, 
which has been targeted 
more than any other of 
the six countries providing 
troops to an African Union 
force in Somalia. 
Tuesday'scamage demon¬ 
strated al-Shabbab's con¬ 
tinued ability to carry out 
spectacular acts of blood¬ 
shed despite a dramatic 
increase in U.S. airstrikes 
against it under President 
Donald Trump. 

In the Westgate Mall mas¬ 
sacre, al-Shabab extrem¬ 
ists burst into the luxury 
shopping center, hurling 
grenades and starting a 
dayslong siege. In 2015, 
al-Shabab claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for an attack 
on Kenya's Garissa Univer¬ 
sity that killed 147 people, 
mostly students Tuesday's 
violence also came three 
years to the day after 
al-Shabab extremists at¬ 
tacked a Kenyan military 
base in Somalia, killing 


scoresof people. 

Gunfire could be heard for 
hours after Tuesday's at¬ 
tack began. Several vehi¬ 
cles burned, sending black 
smoke rising over the com¬ 
plex. Some people ducked 
behind cars, screaming, 
while otherstook cover be¬ 
hind fountains and other 
features at the lush com¬ 
plex. 

Ambulances, security forc¬ 
es and firefighters con¬ 
verged along with a bomb 
disposal unit, and vehicles 
were cordoned offforfear 
they contained explosives 
Police said they blew up a 
car that had explosives in¬ 
side. An unexploded gre¬ 
nade was also seen in a 
hallway at the complex. 
Securityforceshurried outa 
large group of women, one 
of them still in curlers. Doz¬ 
ens of others were rushed 
to safety as plainclothes of¬ 
ficers went shop to shop in 
the complex. Some people 
held up their ha ndsto show 
they were unarmed. 

A Kenyan intelligence of¬ 
ficial said the country had 
been on high alert since 
November, with informa¬ 
tion about potential at¬ 
tacks on high-profile tar¬ 
gets in Nairobi. The official 
was not authorized to talk 
to the media and spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

A Somali diplomat who like¬ 
wise spoke on condition of 
anonymity said Somali of¬ 
ficials were in the hotel for 
meetings at the time of the 
attack and several were 
feared to still be inside. 
Despite the years of blood¬ 
shed, the Kenya-Somalia 
border remains porous, 
with al-Shabab extremists 
able to easily bribe their 
way across, according to a 
U.N. panel of experts. 

The hotel complex in Nai¬ 
robi's Westlands neighbor¬ 
hood is about a mile (2 ki¬ 
lometers) from Westgate 
Mall on a relatively quiet, 
tree-lined road in what is 
considered one ofthe most 
securepartsof the c ity. The 
hotel's website says it is 
"cocooned away from the 
hustle and bustle in a se¬ 
cure and peaceful haven." 
On Monday, the hotel pro¬ 
moted its spa by tweeting:

— North Korea is no lon¬ 
ger South Korea's "enemy," 
though Pyongyang's nu¬ 
clear program still poses a 
security threat, according 
to Seoul's biennial defense 
document published Tues¬ 
day. 

It's the first time since 2010, 
the same year 50 South 
Koreans were killed in at- 
tacksblamed on the North, 
thatthe enemy label hasn't 
been applied, and a fur¬ 
ther sign of better ties be¬ 
tween the rivals. 

The South Korean Defense 
Ministry white paperdoesn't 
include past terms that la¬ 
beled North Korea an "en¬ 
emy, a "present enemy" or 
the South's "main enemy." 
It still said the North's weap¬ 
ons of mass destruction are 
a 'threat to peace and 
stability on the Korean Pen¬ 
insula," a reference to the 
North's missile and nuclear 
program. 

The "enemy" terminology 
has been a long-running 
source of animosity be¬ 


tween the Koreas. North 
Korea has called the label 
a provocation that demon¬ 
strated Seoul's hostility. 
Liberal South Korean Presi¬ 
dent Moon J ae-in is pursu¬ 
ing deeper engagement 
with the North after a sur¬ 
prise round of diplomacy 


last year replaced threats 
of war and a string of in¬ 
creasingly powerful North 
Korean weapons tests in 
2017. 

Moon is not alone in seek¬ 
ing better ties with the 
North. The paper's release 
also comes as U.S. Presi¬ 


dent Donald Trump and 
North Korean leader Kim 
Jong Un look to stage a 
second summit meant to 
settle a standoff over the 
North's pursuit of a nuclear 
program that can reliably 
target anywhere in the 
continental United States. 


South Korea first called 
North Korea its "main en¬ 
emy" in 1995, a year after 
North Korea threatened to 
turn Seoul into "sea of fire," 
a term the North has since 
repeatedly used when 
confrontations flared with 
the South. 

During a previous era of 
detente in the 2000s, South 
Korea avoided using the 
reference, but it revived 
the term in its defense doc¬ 
ument after the 2010 at- 
tacksbythe North. 

In the latest defense docu¬ 
ment, South Korea's military 
said it considers unspeci¬ 
fied 'forces which threaten 
(South Ko re a )'s sovereignty, 
territory, citizens and prop¬ 
erty ourenemy." 

North Korea's state me¬ 
dia hasn't immediately re¬ 
sponded. 

The change in terminology 
is certain to draw strong 
criticism from conservatives 
in South Korea who argue 
that Moon's push to en¬ 
gage the North hasdeeply 
undermined the country's 
security posture.Q 


Hong Kong ex-leader1»ng released afterseiving sentence

HONG KONG (AP) — Hong 
Kong's former top leader 
Donald Tsang wasreleased 
Tuesday after serving time 
in prison for failing to dis¬ 
close plans to rent a luxury 
apartment from a business¬ 
man granted a govern¬ 
ment broadcasting license 
during Tseng's time in of¬ 
fice. 

The 74-year-old Tsang, who 
served as Hong Kong's 
chief executive from 2005 
to 2012, is the highest-rank¬ 
ing foimerorcurrent official 
sent to prison for wrongdo¬ 
ing in the Asian financial 
hub, which prides itself on a 
reputation forclean gover¬ 
nance. 


The apartment, which is in 
mainland China, wasforhis 
retirement. 

Tseng's 2017 conviction 
wasa stunning downfall for 
the longtime civil servant 
whose career spanned 
both British colonial rule 
and Hong Kong's return to 
China in 1997. Last week, 
Hong Kong's Court of Final 
Appeal accepted his peti¬ 
tion to try to get his convic¬ 
tion overturned. 

It also contrasts with the 
Hong Kong J ustice Depart¬ 
ment's decision late last 
month not to prosecute 
former Chief Executive C.Y. 
Leung forfailing to reporta 
50 million Hong Kong dollar 
($6.4 million) payout from 


Australian engineering firm 
UGL Umited in its take¬ 
over of a company where 
Leung wasa director. 

The decision came after a 
four-year investigation by 
the city's anti-graft agency. 
After serving one term as 
chief executive, Leung 
was appointed in 2017 to 
China's legislature asa vice 
chairman. Tsang turned 
down an appointment 
from Beijing. 

Political commentator Ch- 
ing Cheong said that Bei¬ 
jing is suspected of pressur¬ 
ing the j ustice Department 
to drop the case.

Trump announced in J une 

2017 that he wastightening 
limits on U.S. travel to Cuba 
in order to starve military- 
linked travel businessesand 
funnel money directly to 
the Cuban people. 

He restricted Americans' 
ability to travel to Cuba 
on their own, rather than 
with a tour group. At the 
same time, he allowed U.S. 
cruise lines to continue to 
take passengers to Cuba, 
where they pay millions to 
disembark at military-run 
docksand make quicktrips 
onshore that are generally 
coordinated by govern¬ 
ment tour agencies that 
stejrer travelers to state-run 
destinations. 

Cuban government fig¬ 
ures from the first full year 
under Trump's policy show 
occupancy of private bed- 
and-breakfasts in Havana 
plunged to 44 percent in 

2018 after years at near 
capacity in the wake of 
President Barack Obama's 
start of normalization with 
Cuba, said Michael Bemal, 
commercial directorforthe 


Ministry of Tourism. 

Even as the private sector 
suffered, U.S. travel to Cuba 
was growing, from 618,000 
in 2017 to 630,000 last year. 
Tourism Ministry figures say. 
Most of those travelers 
came by ship, avoiding the 
confusing rules on travel to 
the island with package 
tours that are guaranteed 
to comply with the law. 

The shift to cruises meant 
the average U.S. stay on 
the island dropped from six 
days to three, said J ose Lxris 
Perello, a former University 
of Havana professor who 
studies Cuba's tourism in¬ 


dustry. 

Thathashad a devastating 
effect on owners and em¬ 
ployees of Cuba's 24,185 
private bed-and-break- 
fasts and 2,170 private 
restaurants known as pal- 
adares. They cherished U.S. 
travelers as heavy tippers 
who crammed days full 
of activities like classic car 
rides and cooking classes 
that put money into private 
hands 

David Pajon, a university 
professor who bought an 
apartment to rent in Old 
Havana, said he has had 
to drop his rates and his in¬ 


come hasfallen 40 percent 
since Trump's new policy 
went into effect in 2017. 
He still was a third empty 
last month, the first time in 
three years that he wasn't 
fully booked in December. 
"U.S.-Cuba normalization in¬ 
spired a lot of people who 
thought this was a good 
business to invest their sav¬ 
ings in," Pajon said. "And 
all of a sudden you have 
the U.S. government cre¬ 
ating a situation that has 
an impact on the number 
of people who came, or 
changes the way they're 
coming — on cruise ships!" 


The Trump measures, which 
were backed by Cuban- 
American Florida Sen. 
Marco Rubio, ban U.S. 
travelers from doing busi¬ 
ness with tourism businesses 
under the military-linked 
conglomerate known as 
GAESA, which runs dozens 
of hotelsand a majortour- 
busline, among others. 
Instead, Americansare go¬ 
ing to businesses run by the 
Tourism Ministry, but there is 
no reason to believe that 
Cuba has any difficulty 
transferring money within 
its highly centralized single¬ 
party government, said 
Richard Feinberg, a Brook¬ 
ings Institution fellow and 
University of California, San 
Diego, professor of interna¬ 
tional political economy 
who studiesCuba. 

'Trump's policies have re¬ 
duced on-island, versus 
cruise ship, tourism and thus 
harmed B&Bs a swell as oth¬ 
er private tourism-related 
firms including paladares 
and taxistas," Feinberg 
said. Beyond that, he said, 
'the only traceable impact 
of the Rubio sanction is to 
inconvenience US tourists." 
The number of U.S. trav¬ 
elers to Cuba grew from 
162,000 in 2015, the year 
afterObama and then Cu¬ 
ban President Raul Castro 
announced detente, to 
284,000 in 2016 a nd 618,000 
in 2017.a

By DEU^ERMARnNEZ 
Associated ness 
SAN PEDRO SUIA, Honduras 
(AP) — Anothercaravan of 
Central American migrants 
has set out from Honduras 
seeking to reach the U.S.

About 600 migrants gath¬ 
ered under a steady rain 
late Monday atthe bus sta¬ 
tion in the violentcity of San 
Pedro Suia and decided 
to set out in the darkness, 
hours before their intended 
Tuesday departure. 

About 300 people, mainly 
womenand children,clam¬ 
bered aboard 30small bus¬ 
es, intent on reaching the 


Guatemalan bonder. 
Another 300 or so began 
walking in the rain toward 


the bonder town of Agua 
Caliente late Monday. One 
passing man asked a jour¬ 


nalist for his umbrella, say¬ 
ing he feared his daughter 
would get sick in the rain. 
As they walked, some mi¬ 
grants pleaded with local 
store owners to give them 
food or water for their jour¬ 
ney. 

More people continued to 
arrive at the bus station, 
making it likely the cara¬ 
van's numbers would grow 
as additional migrants set 
out Tuesday. 

One woman, who refused 
to give her name because 
of safety concerns, said her 
9-year-old daughter had 
already been raped so 
badly she suffered medical 
problems 

The mother, who worked 
at a bakery, said she was 


taking her daughter and 
13-year-old son to the Unit¬ 
ed States 

Once there, she said she 
would ask U.S. authorities 
for asylum or refugee sta¬ 
tus, "because it's not pos¬ 
sible to live in Honduras 
anymore." 

The new caravan is almost 
certain to both raise ten¬ 
sions and gamer support 
along its route through 
Guatemala and Mexico to 
the U.S. border. 

It was unclear whether the 
caravan planned to go to

in Latin America, following 
increases recorded in 2015 
and 2016; however, the 
proportion of persons living 
in extreme poverty contin¬ 
ued to rise, following the 
trend observed since 2015, 
according to the report by 
the Economic Commission 
for Latin America and the 
Caribbean (ECLAC). 

In 2017, the number of 
people living in poverty 
reached 184 million (30.2% 
of the population), of 
whom 62 million live in ex¬ 
treme poverty (10.2% of 
the population, the highest 
percentage since 2008), 
according to the report. 
Social Panorama of Latin 
America 2018, present¬ 
ed this Tuesday by Alicia 
Barcena, Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the United Nations 
regional organization, at a 
press conference held in 
Santiago, Chile. 

According to the Commis¬ 
sion's projections, poverty 
in 2018 decreased to 29.6% 
of the population, or 182 
million people (two million 
less than in 2017), while ex¬ 
treme poverty remained 
steady at 10.2%^ i.e. 63 mil¬ 
lion people (one million 
more than in 2017). 

"Although the region did 
make significant progress 
between the past decade 
and midway through this 
one, there have been set¬ 
backs since 2015, particu¬ 
larly when it comes to ex¬ 
treme poverty," warned 
Alicia Barcena, calling for 
complementary public pol¬ 
icies of social protection, 
laborinclusion and income 
redistribution in light of the 
challengesahead. 

In an analysis of the coun¬ 
tries with the greatest re¬ 
ductions in poverty in the 
2012-2017 period, in Chile, 
El Salvadorand the Domini¬ 
can Republic, the increase 
in income from wages in 
lower-income households 
was the source that con¬ 
tributed the most to that 
reduction, while in Costa 


Rica, Panama and Unj- 
guay, the main factor was 
pensions and transfers re¬ 
ceived by lower-income 
households. "This highlights 
the importance of provid¬ 
ing the population living 
in poverty with more re¬ 
sources, combining stron¬ 
ger wages with the pro¬ 
vision of public transfers 
and strengthened systems 
of social protection," said 
EC LAC. 

Due to the update in 2015 
of the methodology used 
by EC LAC to measure 
monetary poverty, and 
later revisions implemented 
by the organization, the fig¬ 
ures included in this edition 
of the Social Panorama dif¬ 
fer from those released in 
the last report published in 
December 2017 and previ¬ 
ous ones See explanatory 
document (in Spanish). 

The report also emphasizes 
a notable reduction in in¬ 
come inequality in the re¬ 
gion since the beginning of 
2000. The simple average 
of the Gini Index (where 0 
represents no inequity and 
1 maximum inequality) for 
the 18 countries of Latin 
America fell from 0.543 in 
2002 to 0.466 in 2017. How¬ 
ever, the rate of reduction 


slowed inrecentyears:from 
2002-2008, the average an¬ 
nual reduction on the index 
was 1.3%; for 2008-2014, 
0.8% and for 2014-2017, 
it was 0.3% According to 
the organization, systems 
of social protection have 
played an important role in 
recent years in containing 
income distribution deterio¬ 
ration. 

Despite the context of fisc a I 
adjustments, social spend¬ 
ing by central governments 
is the main component 
in total public spending 
(51.4% in 2016), says the 
Commission. 

Central government social 
welfare expenditure in 17 
Latin American countries 
reached a simple average 
of 11.2% of G DP in 2016, a 
slight increase compared 
to 2015 and the highest 
level recorded since 2000. 
In per capita terms, aver¬ 
age social spending forthe 
countries of Latin America 
practically doubled be¬ 
tween 2002-2016, reaching 
894 dollars. Nevertheless, 
this varies greatly among 
countries and great chal¬ 
lenges still exist when it 
comes to financing social 
policiesin orderto meetthe 
goals of the 2030 Agenda 


for Sustainable Develop¬ 
ment, especially in coun¬ 
tries with the highest levels 
of poverty and other short¬ 
comings in terms of social 
development. 

In order to advance to¬ 
ward greater levels of par¬ 
ticipation in the benefits 
of development and the 
exercise of rights, progress 
in terms of social inclusion 
and labor inclusion of the 
population mustgo hand in 
hand, underscores EC LAC. 

On average, around 40% 
of the employed popu¬ 
lation of Latin America 
earns wages below the 
minimum established per 
country and that propor¬ 
tion is much higher among 
women (48.7%) and young 
people aged 15-24(55.9%). 
The figure rises to 60.3% 
among young women. 
Universal policies must be 
implemented that respond 
to these differences in or¬ 
der to close the gaps in 
access that affect differ¬ 
ent groups of the popula¬ 
tion, and that a Iso take into 
account both the old and 
new risk scenarios that will 
impact society as a whole, 
says EC LAC. 

In 2017, participation by 


women in the labormarket 
continued to be less com¬ 
pared to men, at 50.2% 
and 74.4% respectively, 
while unemployment in 
women for that year was 
higher(10.4%) than formen 
(7.6%). More than half of 
working women (51.8%) are 
employed in low-produc¬ 
tivity sectors, and of those, 
82.2%a re not affiliated with 
or drawing from a pension 
system. 

The low participation by 
women in paid work is in 
contrast to their high par¬ 
ticipation in non-pa id work 
within the home: in Latin 
America, 77% of non-paid 
work is done by women, 
according to data from 
surveys on use of time. 
"Without adequate public 
policies to address key is¬ 
sues, such as the promotion 
of women's training and 
employment in science, 
technology, engineering 
and mathematics (STEM), 
to avoid job insecurity and 
to promote co-responsibili¬ 
ty in care systems, women 
could not only lose out on 
the benefits of future jobs, 
but also run the risk of per¬ 
petuating existing gaps 
and the existing shortfalls of 
decent work." concluded 
the document. □

— This was quite a return for 
Seiena Williams Almost as if 
she never left. 

In her first match at the 
Australian Open since win¬ 
ning the 2017 title while 
pregnant — and her first 
official match anywhere 
since a loss in the chaotic 
U.S. Open final last Septem¬ 
ber — Williams looked to 
be at her dominant best, 
overpowering Tatjana Ma¬ 
ria 6-0, 6-2 in the first round 
Tuesday. 

"I kind of like to jump in the 
deep end and swim," Wil¬ 
liams said in an on-court 
interview after the 49-min¬ 
ute workout, "and see what 
happens." 

She hadn't dipped hertoe 
in Grand Slam waters since 
New York, where everything 
devolved after Williams was 
warned forgetting coach¬ 
ing, then docked a point 
for breaking a racket and 
eventually docked a game 
for calling the chair umpire 
"a thief"during the final. 
When that matchwasmen- 
tioned by a reporter during 
Williams' news conference 
Tuesday, as part of a ques¬ 
tion about whethercoach- 
ing should be allowed dur¬ 
ing matches at majors, she 
replied, "I, like, literally have 
no comment." 

Truth be told, the match 
against Maria was not 
much of a test for Williams, 
given that the 74th-ranked 
German entered with an 
11-15 record in first-round 
matches at Grand Slam 
tournaments, only once 
has made it as far as the 
third round at any major 
and ownsa total of one ca- 
reerWlA title aftera dozen 
yearson the tour. 

Williams, meanwhile, is 
pursuing an eighth title 
in Melbourne and 24th 
Slam singles trophy overall, 
which would equal Marga¬ 
ret Court — whose career 
spanned the amateur and 
professional eras — for the 
most in tennis history. 

"I have been going for the 
record (for) what seems like 
forever now," the 37-year- 
old Williams said, "so it 
doesn't feel any different." 
How lopsided was this? 
Williams needed all of 18 


minutes to wrap up the first 
set, ceding just five of 29 
points a long the way. 

The American, a former 
No. 1 who is seeded 16th 
on account of playing only 
24 matches in 2018, never 
faced a single breakpoint 
and compiled a 22-7 edge 
in winners. 

"Maybe," Maria said after¬ 
ward, "I wasa little bit over¬ 
whelmed." 

J ust a little bit. 

The two players have 
homes near each other in 
a gated community in Flor¬ 
ida — 'We do sometimes 
barbecue together," Maria 
said — and their daugh¬ 
ters— Williams' is 16 months

Two years ago, no one 
knew Serena Williams was 
carrying her child while 
winning her 23rd major to 
break a tie with Steffi Graf 
forthe most in the half-cen¬ 
tury professional era. Her 
baby, Olympia, was bom 
on Sept. 1, 2017, and Wil¬ 
liams was off the tour until 
last March. 

Her Grand Slam return 
came at the 2018 French 
Open, where she reached 
the fourth round before 
withdrawing with an injured 
chest muscle, and was fol¬ 
lowed by runner-up show- 
ingsat Wimbledon and the 
U.S. Open. 

Because of a health scare 
after giving birth, Serena 


wears compression stock¬ 
ings during matches to try 
to make sure she doesn't 
get blood clotsagain. 

On a humid afternoon 
with the temperature top¬ 
ping 90 degrees (32 Cel¬ 
sius) Tuesday, she wore a 
green leotard of sorts— she 
called it a "Serena-tard"— 
and while her dangerous 
serve produced only two 
aces, her other, consider¬ 
able, tools were in working 
order. 

When she returned to the 
tour last season, she often 
was asked to rate herself in 
comparison to how good 
she played in the past. 

The younger Williams sister 
has no interest in that sort 
of comparison now. 

"I don't want to give myself 
a ranking anymore. I think it 
gives me too much nega¬ 
tive expectations. I always 
expect to reach the sky, 
and anything below it is not 
good enough for me," said 
Serena, who'll face 2014 
Wimbledon runner-up Eug¬ 
enie Bouchard next. "Idon't 
know. I just know that I'm 
going in the right direction. 

I feel like I'm in the right di¬ 
rection. We'll see. '□

GENEVA (AP) — In a 

standoff about the right 
of swimmers to compete 
for improved prize money, 
governing body FINA on 
Tuesday lifted its threat to 
ban those taking part in in¬ 
dependently run competi¬ 
tions. 

FINA has been criticized in 
recent weeks by top swim¬ 
mers who want more say in 
how their sport is run and 
more opportunities to be 
fina nc ia lly re wa rd ed. 
Olympic and world cham¬ 
pions filed an antitrust suit in 
California last month after 
FINA's threats to ban swim¬ 
mers who competed in a 
December meeting linked 
to the proposed Interna¬ 
tional Swimming League. 
"FINA acknowledges that 
swimmers are free to par¬ 
ticipate in competitions or 
events staged by indepen¬ 
dent organizers," the Swit¬ 
zerland-based swim body 
said after consulting with 
national federations. 
However, results and re¬ 
cords will be unofficial if ISL 
organizers fail to get FINA's 
approval, including fitting 
into the official events cal¬ 
endar and running an ap¬ 
proved doping control pro¬ 
gram. 

FINA has countered the 
ISL with a proposed three- 
meet series starting in 
March and paying $3.9 mil¬ 
lion in prize money. It also 
topped up the prize fund 
by almost $1 million for the 
short-course world cham¬ 
pionships held in China last 


month. 

Conflict between FINA and 
swimmers increased before 
the scheduled privately run 
meeting in December in 
Turin, Italy. It wascanceled 
amid the threatened bans. 
"ISL ta kes swimmers serious¬ 
ly, not like FINA," Hungarian 
swim great Katinka Hosszu 
said in December, joining 
American swimmers Tom 
Shields and Michael An¬ 
drew in filing the class ac¬ 
tion suit in California. 

The proposed ISL a Iso filed 
a separate suit a gainst FINA 
in the U.S. District Court for 
the Northern District of Cali¬ 
fornia. It is backed by Mos¬ 
cow-based businessman 
Konstantin Grigorishin, who 
met a group of top swim¬ 
mers in London last month. 
In a similar case, Dutch 
speedskaters won a Euro¬ 
pean Commission ruling in 
Brussels in 2017 against the 
Swiss-based International 
Skating Union. They had 
wanted to compete in a 
South Korean-organized 
event in Dubai but were 
threatened with bans. 

The revised FINA policy fol¬ 
lowed advice from its legal 
counsel, Francois Carrard, 
who is a key International 
Olympic Committee advis¬ 
er after being its long-time 
directorgeneral. 

"FINA's business is not to 
punish athletes," Carrard 
said in the FINA statement. 
"FINA recognizes the right 
of athletes to participate 
in any swimming event. 
However, this participation 
should respectthe frame of 
sport structu re.'□

Shiffrin often does not cele¬ 
brate her victories, but she 
raised her arms emphati¬ 
cally to rejoice over this 
one. 

"When I came here I was 
thinking, 'Well the last years 
didn't go so well for me.' I 
always struggled with this 
hill. But I was still excited to 
ski on it and to prove my¬ 
self that I can ski it fast and 
make it to the finish." 

Having established a mas¬ 
sive 1.39-second advan¬ 
tage in the opening leg, 
Shiffrin finished a comfort¬ 
able 1.21 seconds ahead 
of Tessa Worley of France in 
perfect conditions to earn 
her 10th victory of the sea¬ 
son. Marta Bassino of Italy 
moved up from fourth after 
the first run to finish third, 
1.57 back. 

The overall World Cup 
leaderand Olympic cham¬ 
pion in giant slalom, Shiffrin 
is within striking distance of 
the all-time record of 14 
wins in a single season set 
by Swiss great Vreni Sch¬ 
neider in 1988-89. Lindsey 
Vonn is second on the list 
with 12 wins in 2011-12. 

It was the 53rd win of Shif- 
frin'scareer, and first in San 


Vigilio. 

Shiffrin was fifth here in 
2017 and had an unchar¬ 
acteristic fall in the first run 
last year, producing the 
unusual sight of her falling 
on a slope that features a 
61 percent gradient— one 
of the steepest tests on the 
women's circuit. 

Then she wentoutand pro¬ 
duced a first run that "was 
maybe my best run in GSin 
a race that I everdid." 

"But I even felt like, 'OK, I 
can be more precise.' So it 
was a good mindset to go 
in the second run. I wasn't 
trying to protect the win, I 
was trying to ski another 
run like I did in the first and 
maybe in some terms bet¬ 
ter. Both runs the whole 
day were really perfect." 
Shiffrin claimed the lead in 
the GS standings, moving 
10 points ahead of Worley 
and 45 points ahead of 
previous leader Federica 
Brig none of Italy, who fin¬ 
ished sixth. 

It was Worley's third straight 
podium result follow¬ 
ing third-place finishes in 
GS races in Courchevel, 
France, and Semmer- 
ing, Austria — having won 
the season-opening GS in 
Soelden, Austria, in Octo¬ 


ber. 

"I'm battling with the first 
places in every race," Wor¬ 
ley said. "A lot of girls are 
able to geton the podium." 
Bassino matched her third- 
place result on this course 
from two years ago, hav¬ 
ing finished fourth last year, 
and ended a podium 
drought in GSdating to the 
2016-17 season. 

'To finally do it here in Italy 
with this crowd is an amaz¬ 
ing feeling,"Bassino said. 
Petra VIhova of Slovakia 
finished fourth and Viktoria 
Rebensburg, the German 
who won this race last year, 
came fifth. 

In the overall standings, 
Shiffrin extended her lead 
over VIhova to a whopping 
496 points as she seeks a 
third straight title. 

Nina O'Brien, Shiffrin'steam- 
mate and a university stu¬ 
dent, finished 26th for her 
first career points in GS. 

Up next on the women'scir- 
cuit are two downhills and 
a super-G in nearby Cor¬ 
tina d'Ampezzo from Friday 
to Sunday. Shiffrin plans to 
skip the Cortina downhills 
but will race the super- 
G, while Lindsey Vonn will 
open her injury-delayed 
season in Cortina.□

RENO, Nev. (AFO — The U S. 

Forest Service has built its 
first corral for wild horses, 
which could allow it to by¬ 
pass federal restrictions 
and sell the animals for 
slaughter. 

The agency acknowl¬ 
edged in court filings in 
a potentially precedent¬ 
setting legal battle that it 
built the new pen in North¬ 
ern California for mustangs 
gathered in the fall on na¬ 
tional forest land along the 
Nevada border because 
of restrictions on such sales 
at other fed era I holding fa- 
c ilities. 

The agency denies claims 
by horse advocates it has 
made up itsmind to sell the 
more than 250 horses for 
slaughter. But it also says it 
may have no choice be¬ 
cause of the high cost of 
housing the animals and 
continued ecological im¬ 
pacts it claims overpopu¬ 
lated herds are having on 
federal rangeland. 

"While slaughtering wild 
horses does not present a 
pleasant picture, the real¬ 
ity of this dire situation is 
not pleasant," J ustice De¬ 
partment lawyers repre¬ 
senting the agency wrote 
in its most recent filing last 
month. 'The Forest Service 
is taking a step to reduce 


what is universally recog¬ 
nized asa natural catastro¬ 
phe." 

Horse advocates have 
been suing the government 
fortwo decades over mus¬ 
tang roundups that private 
ranchers say are neces¬ 
sary to curb growing herds 
that reduce the forage on 
federal landsthey lease for 


cattle and sheep grazing 
across the U.S. West. The 
region holds roughly 90,000 
wild horses. 

A sharp reduction in de¬ 
mand in recent years for 
a federal program that 
offers the horses for adop¬ 
tion to the public has left 
little room in existing corrals. 
Horse advocatesargue the 


mustangsare federally pro¬ 
tected and that taxpayers 
subsidize the livestock graz¬ 
ing on U.S. land. 

A hearing is scheduled 
Jan. 31 in federal court in 
San Francisco on a motion 
filed by the Animal Legal 
Defense Fund and Ameri¬ 
can Wild Horse Campaign 
seeking an injunction to 


block the sale of the hors¬ 
es captured in the Modoc 
National Forest in October 
and Novemberforpossible 
slaughter. The new pen is in 
the forest, about 170 miles 
(273 kilometers) northwest 
of Reno. 

Forest Service Chief Vicki 
Christiansen announced 
late last year she would 
postpone any sales for 
slaughter until at least Feb. 
18. The protection groups 
say it would be the first time 
in nearly a half-century the 
government has sold mus- 
ta ngs "without limitation," or 
for any purpose, including 
slaughter. 

Horse slaughterhouses are 
prohibited in the U.S. but le¬ 
gal in many othercountries, 
including Canada, Mexico 
and parts of Europe where 
horse meat is considered a 
delicacy. 

The Wild Free Roaming 
Horse and Burros Act that 
President Nixon signed into 
law in 1971 prohibits the in¬ 
humane destruction of wild 
horses Congress approved 
an appropriations amend¬ 
ment in 2004 that allows 
the Forest Service, under its 
parent Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment, to sell horses without 
limitations if they're over 
age 10 and have been of¬ 
fered for adoption three 
times unsuccessfully.^

— An Australian state 
government on Tuesday 
announced plans to me¬ 
chanically pump oxygen 
into lakes and rivers after 
hundreds of thousands of 
fish have died in heatwave 
conditions. 

Up to a million dead fish 
were found floating last 
week in the Darling River in 
western New South Wales 
state and the state gov¬ 
ernment announced that 
1,800 more rotting fish had 
since been found in Lake 
Hume in the state's south. 
Minister for Regional Wa¬ 
ter Niall Blair said 16 bat¬ 
tery-powered aerators 


had been bought and 
would be placed in various 
drought-affected water¬ 
ways after they are deliv¬ 
ered by Wednesday. 

'They are a Band-Aid solu¬ 
tion; we admit that," Blair 
told reporters. 

"Nothing will stop this fish kill 
unless we get proper river 
flows and water levels in 
our dams back up to nor¬ 
mal. We are doing every¬ 
thing we can to try and lim¬ 
it the damage,"he added. 
Experts blame heatwave 
conditions across much of 
Australia, drought and al¬ 
gal blooms for starving wa¬ 
terways of oxygen. 

Blair rejected some criti¬ 
cisms that governments 


were allowing irrigators to 
take too much water from 
the Murray-Darling Basin, 
Australia's main river sys¬ 
tem, which winds across 
four states and is where a 
third of the nation's food is 
produced. 

Water experts were meet¬ 
ing in Canberra onTuesday 
to decide how the nation 
should respond to the wa¬ 
ter quality crisis 
Australian National Univer¬ 
sity water expert Daniel 
Connell said many more 
fish would likely die with 
heatwave conditions fore¬ 
cast to continue until the 
weekend. 

"It's a very predictable cri¬ 
sis," Connell said.□

In a new podcast and up¬ 


takes an intriguing look 
at the lives and deaths of 
not just people, but ideas, 
careers and social move¬ 
ments.

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Broadway mourns death of Hello, Dolly!' icon Carol Channing

NEW YORK (AP) — Carol 
Channing, the lanky, ebul¬ 
lient musical comedy star 
who delighted American 
audiences over 5,000 per- 
formancesasthe scheming 
Dolly Levi in "Hello, Dolly!" 
on Broadway and beyond, 
has died. She was 97. 
Publicist B. Harlan Boll said 
Channing died of natural 
causes at 12:31 a.m. Tues¬ 
day in Rancho Mirage, 
California. Boll says she had 
twice suffered strokes in the 
la St year. 

Besides "Hello, Dolly!," 
Channing starred in other 
Broadway shows, but none 
with equal magnetism. She 
often appeared on tele¬ 
vision and in nightclubs, 
for a time partnering with 
George Bums in Las Vegas 
and a national tour. 

Her outsized personality 
seemed too much for the 
screen, and she made only 
a few movies, notably 'The 
First Traveling Saleslady" 
with Ginger Rogers and 
'Thoroughly Modem Millie" 
with J ulie Andrews 
Over the years, Channing 
continued as Dolly in na¬ 
tional tours, the last in 1996, 
when she was in her 70s 
Tom Shales of The Wash¬ 
ington Post called her 'the 
ninth wonder of the world." 
Messages of love and ap¬ 
preciation lit up Twitter 
early Tuesday, with the 
League of Professional The¬ 
atre Women saying Chan¬ 
ning "was a gift of inspira¬ 
tion to so many." Fans who 
saw her work also took to 
social media, calling her a 
'firecracker"and saying she 
was "matchmaking for the 
angels now." 

Channing was not the im¬ 
mediate choice to play 
Dolly, a matchmaker 
who receives her tough¬ 
est challenge yet when 
a rich grump seeks a suit¬ 
able wife. The show, which 
features a rousing score by 
J erry Herman that'sbursting 
with joy and tunes like "Put 
On Your Sunday Clothes," 
"Before the Parade Passes 
By" and "It Only Takes a Mo¬ 
ment," is a musical version 
of Thornton Wilder's play 
'The Matchmaker." 

Theater producer David 
Merrick told hen "I don't 


want that silly grin with all 
those teeth that go back 
to your ears." Even though 
director Gower Champion 
had worked on her first 
Broadway hit, "Lend an 
Ear," he had doubts about 
Channing'sc a sting. 

She wowed them in an au¬ 
dition and washired on the 
spot. At opening night on 
Jan. 16, 1964, when Chan¬ 
ning appeared at the top 
of the stairs in a red gown 
with feathers in herhairand 
walked down the red car¬ 
pet to the Harmonia Gar¬ 
dens restaurant, the New 
York audience went crazy. 
The critics followed suit. 
"Hello, Dolly!" collected 10 
Tony Awards, including one 
for Channing as best ac¬ 
tress in a musical. 

Channing was bom Jan. 
31, 1921, in Seattle, where 
her father, George Chan¬ 
ning, wasa newspaperedi- 
tor. When his only child was 
3 months old, he moved to 
San Francisco and worked 
as a writerforThe Christian 
Science Monitor and as a 
lecturer. He later became 
editor-in-chief of Christian 
Science publications 
At the age of 7, Channing 
decided she wanted to be¬ 
come an entertainer. She 
credited herfatherwith en¬ 
couraging her: "He told me 
you can dedicate your life 
at 7 or 97. And the people 


who do that are happier 
people." 

While majoring in drama 
and dance at Bennington 
College in Vermont, she 
was sent off to get experi¬ 
ence in her chosen field. 
She found a job in a New 
York revue. The show last¬ 
ed only two weeks, but a 
New Yorker magazine critic 
commented, 'You will hear 
more about a satiric chan- 
teuse named Carol Chan¬ 
ning." She said later: 'That 
was it. I said goodbye to 
trigonometry, zoology and 
English literature." 

For several years she 
worked as an understudy, 
bit player and nightclub 
impressionist, taking jobs 
as a model, reception¬ 
ist and sales clerk during 
lean times. Landing in Los 
Angeles, she auditioned 
for Marge Champion, 
wife and dance partner 
of Gower Champion who 
was putting together a re¬ 
vue, "Lend an Ear." Marge 
Champion recalled: "She 
certainly was awkward 
and odd-looking, but her 
warmth and wholesome- 
nesscame through." 
Channing was the hit of 
"Lend an Ear" in a small 
Hollywood theater, and 
she captivated audiences 
and critics when the show 
moved to New York. As the 
innocentgold diggerin the 


musical 'Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes," her stardom was 
assured. One reviewer re¬ 
ported she "hurisacrossthe 
footlights in broad strokes 
of pantomime and bold, 
certain, exquisitely comi¬ 
cal gestures." The show's 
hit song, "Diamonds Are a 
Girl's Best Friend," became 
hersignature number. 

Over and over again she 
returned to the surefire "Hel¬ 
lo, Dolly!," which earned 
her $5 million on one tour. 
She considered Dolly Levi 
"a role as deep as Lady 
Macbeth," but added that 
'the essence of hercharac- 
ter was her unquenchable 
thirst for life." That descrip¬ 
tion fit Carol Channing, 
who attributed her sunny 
optimism to her lifelong 
faith in Christian Science. 
Others who have played 
the role include Pearl Bai¬ 
ley, Phyllis Diller, Betty Gra- 
ble, Ethel Merman, Mar¬ 
tha Raye, Ginger Rogers 
and Barbra Streisand, who 
played Dolly in a 1969 film 
version directed by Gene 
Kelly. Bette Midler won a 
Tony Award in the role in 
2017 and a current national 
tour stars Betty Buckley. 

The tour of "Hello, Dolly!" 
said Tuesday it would honor 
Channing at its current stop 
in California. "We are deep¬ 
ly saddened bythe passing 
of the one and only Carol 


Channing. She wasa 'Dol¬ 
ly' for the ages, and a true 
icon of the American the¬ 
ater. Betty Buckley and the 
cast will dedicate tonight's 
performance in San Diego 
to her memory." 

Channing had two early 
marriages that ended in 
divorce — to novelist Theo¬ 
dore Naidish and pro foot¬ 
baller Alexander Carson, 
father of her only child, 
Channing. Her son be¬ 
came a successful political 
cartoonist. 

In 1956 she married a tele¬ 
vision producer, Charles 
Lowe, who seemed like the 
perfect mate for a major 
star. He adopted Chan- 
ning's son and supervised 
every aspect of herbusiness 
affairs and appearances 
He reportedly viewed ev¬ 
ery one of her performanc¬ 
es from out front, leading 
the applause. 

After 41 years of marriage, 
she sued for divorce in 

1998, alleging that he mis¬ 
appropriated her funds 
and humiliated her in pub¬ 
lic. She remarked that they 
only had sex twice in four 
decades 

'The only thing about con¬ 
tra I frea k vie tims is tha t they 
don't know who they are," 
she told The Washington 
Post. "It'staken me 77 years 
to figure that out. I was mis¬ 
erable. I wasunhappy. And 
I didn't realize it wasn't my 
fault. But I'm going to sur¬ 
vive. I'm going to live. I'm 
free." 

Lowe died after a stroke in 

1999. Channing moved to 
Rancho Mirage near Palm 
Springs, California, in 2000 
to write her memoirs. She 
called the book'] ustLucky, 

I Guess" 

Channing remarried in 2003 
to Harry Kullijian, her child¬ 
hood sweetheart from 70 
years before. He died in 
2011. 

In her book, Channing re¬ 
counted an early story from 
herchildhood that showed 
a budding audience¬ 
pleasing performer. She 
wrote that she came home 
from kindergarten and not¬ 
ed that all the little girls hit 
the little boys. 

Her parents asked: "Do 
you?" 

She responded: 'Oh no, I 
pet them.'□
